THIS  is  the  last  Report  for  a  full  year  to  be  submitted  by 
the  Board  of  Management  of  this  Hospital.  The  “appointed 
day”  on  which  its  branches  will  be  transferred  to  the  State 
now  seems  certain  to  be  July  5th  1948,  and  not  April  as  we 
thought  a  year  ago.  On  that  date,  a  Management  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Liverpool  Regional  Board  will  take  over 
the  running  of  the  Crossley  Sanatorium  at  Delamere  in 
conjunction  with  the  Liverpool  Sanatorium  of  the  present 
Liverpool  Chest  Hospital  while  our  Manchester  and  Bowdon 
branches  will  fall  into  a  group  of  Hospitals  situated  from 
Knutsford  to  Sale  in  the  Manchester  Region.  We  have  been 
asked  to  nominate  Members  of  these  new  Committees,  and  it 
will  be  up  to  them,  laymen  and  professional  men,  to  preserve 
the  trusts,  explicit  and  implicit,  under  which  those  institutions 
were  founded  and  kept  up. 

It  would  seem  quite  wrong  that  Manchester  people  should 
no  longer  benefit  from  the  hospitals  built  through  the  superb 
generosity  of  a  Manchester  man,  kept  going  by  the  gifts  of 
money  and  service  by  later  generations  of  Manchester  men 
and  women,  and  so  nobly  helped  by  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Manchester,  simply  because  of  the  line  taken  by  the 
boundary  of  a  local  Rural  District.  Yet  that  will  happen 
unless  our  successors  in  the  new  set-up  are  able  to  keep 
faith  with  our  forebears  and  see  that  their  intentions  are 
preserved. 

To  turn  from  a  future  swathed  in  the  mists  of  uncertainty 
to  the  year  under  review,  the  Board  was  strengthened  in 
October  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Greener  to  whom 
a  warm  welcome  is  extended  :  in  March  we  lost  by  death 
the  services  of  Councillor  Mrs.  Eyres  who  was  one  of  the 
representatives  of  the  Manchester  Corporation  Health 
Committee  who  appointed  in  her  place  Councillor  Mrs. 
Baldwin.  After  twenty  years’  loyal  service  our  honorary 
Anaesthetist  at  Bowdon,  Dr.  N.  W.  Rawlings, 
L.M.S.S.AJLond.),  L.M.R.C.P. (Dublin),  retired. 

A  five-day  Conference  in  London  organized  by  the 
Natioral  Association  for  the  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  was 
attended  by  Dr.  Houston  and  Mr.  Rodier.  Delegates,  who 
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came  from  all  over  the  world,  had  the  opportunity  to  hear 
speakers  of  outstanding  qualification  discussing  the  National 
Health  Service  Act,  1946,  Sanatorium  Design,  the  use  of 
Streptomycin  and  B.C.G.,  the  Human  F'actor  and  other 
subjects.  They  were  also  able  to  visit  institutions  of  varied 
purpose  and  method  of  treatment,  as  well  as  meeting  informally 
experts  in  prevention,  cure  and  after-care.

Manchester 

4,252  out-patient  attendances  are  recorded  for  the 
Hardman  Street  branch,  98  per  cent  of  which  were  Ear, 
Nose  and  Throat  cases. 

Bowdon 

The  infantile  paralysis  scare  of  the  late  summer  and 
early  autumn  accounts  largely  for  the  fall  in  the  total  number 
of  attendances,  patients  admitted  and  operations  performed 
compared  with  the  1946  figures,  but  the  total  number  of 
new  patients  seen  at  the  clinic  was  higher  than  ever.  But 
for  the  infantile  paralysis  outbreak,  many  of  these  would 
have  come  forward  for  operations. 

The  post  of  Resident  Surgical  Officer  was  filled  throughout 
the  twelve  months  under  review. 

Plans  were  made  for  converting  one  ward  to  cubicles 
for  paying  patients  and  to  provide  segregation  of  infectious 
cases,  and  also  for  constructing  a  new  entrance.  It  is  hoped 
that  in  due  course  the  necessary  permits  and  materials  will 
be  available  and  that  these  alterations  will  not  be  “pigeon¬ 
holed”. 

The  garden  has  continued  to  grow  a  useful  quota  of 
fresh  vegetables. 

Two  much  needed  Wireless  Sets  were  bought  from  the 
proceeds  of  a  Wrestling  evening  at  the  Hale  Drill  Hall  on 
December  12th  organized  by  the  Altrincham  Charities 
Entertainment  Society. 

Delamere 

Much  of  the  work  in  hand  mentioned  in  our  last  Report 
has  been  finished.  One  lift  has  been  completely  replaced  with  a 
modern  installation  and  the  other  brought  up  to  date.  The 
three  new  refrigeration  rooms  have  been  in  full  use  most  of 
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the  year  and  kept  perishable  food  and  milk  at  the  correct 
temperature  in  outside  conditions  of  extreme  cold  and 
considerable  heat. 

The  new  X-Ray  equipment  and  the  subsidiary  rooms 
were  put  into  use  during  the  year.  Most  lay  visitors  are  struck 
by  its  almost  horrific  appearance  and  at  first  mutter  “Dick 
Barton”  but  this  feeling  of  awe  is  soon  displaced  by  admiration 
when  the  capabilities  of  the  apparatus  are  described. 

The  frosts  of  February  did  much  damage  to  the  approach 
drives  to  the  Sanatorium  and  considerable  repairs  had  to  be 
carried  out.  The  outside  painting  of  the  main  Block  was  put 
in  hand  during  the  autumn  and  our  own  staff  has  been  busy 
all  the  year  round  with  normal  maintenance  and  interior 
decoration. 

Unfortunately  the  re-institution  of  the  central-heating 
system  was  not  completed  for  the  winter  but,  luckily,  no 
severe  weather  set  in  :  work  is  proceeding  however,  and  the 
system  should  function  for  next  winter. 

The  next  department  which  requires  attention  is  the 
Operating  Theatre  where  much  modernization  and 
re-equipment  cannot  longer  be  postponed. 

Staffing  difficulties  were  no  easier  during  the  year  : 
if  anything,  more  acute  :  and  it  has  been  “touch  and  go” 
at  times  whether  the  number  of  beds  in  use  would  have  to  be 
reduced.  But,  somehow  or  other,  such  action  wasn’t  forced 
on  us.  To  Matron  and  her  staff  of  sisters,  nurses  and  domestics 
we  accord  our  gratitude  for  having  pulled  out  that  bit  extra 
which  has  enabled  all  beds  to  be  available  for  patients. 

Finance 

Rising  wages  and  costs  of  nearly  everything  have  increased 
our  ordinary  expenditure  by  over  £5,000  and  our  indebtedness 
to  the  Bank  has  increased  by  more  than  £2,500.  Erstwhile 
friends  of  the  Hospital  have  remembered  us  in  their  wills 
to  the  extent  of  £3,400. 

We  do  not  yet  know  how  the  finances  of  the  future  are  to 
be  arranged  but  we  should  not  like  our  present  subscribers 
to  withdraw  their  support  until  they  have  heard  the  difference 
it  will  make  to  the  patients. 

In  the  cure  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis  so  much  can 
be  added  to  the  bare  bones  of  Sanatorium  life  which  may  still

have  to  come  through  the  gifts  of  kind  persons  interested  in 
combating  this  dread  disease. 

We  conclude  by  thanking  once  again  our  Honoraries, 
our  Resident  Doctors,  Matrons  and  their  Staffs,  our 
Secretaries,  our  subscribers,  friends  and  donors  and  our 
Honorary  Auditors  for  another  year  of  loyal  help  freely  given  : 
not  yet  do  we  say  “farewell”  as  we  still  have  six  months  and 
four  days  to  continue  with  them  in  this  great  task.

(c)  Thoracoscopy  and  Internal  Pneumolysis 

During  the  year  thoracoscopy  was  performed  on  24 
occasions  on  23  patients  and  on  20  occasions  (19  patients) 
division  of  pulmonary  adhesions  was  further  carried  out. 

Of  the  above  23  patients,  11  were  discharged  during  the 
year  comprising  10  internal  pneumolysis  (11  operations)

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and  1  thoracoscopy  only.  To  this  must  be  added  7  patients 
(9  operations)  on  whom  internal  pneumolysis  had  been 
performed  in  previous  years  and  2  who  had  had  thoracoscopy 
only  performed,  making  a  total  of  discharges  for  1947  of  : — 
Thoracoscopy  plus  internal  pneumolysis,  17  patients  (20 
operations),  and  thoracoscopy  only,  3  patients. 

The  17  patients  in  whom  the  adhesions  were  divided 
were  all  discharged  with  negative  sputum  whilst,  of  the 
3  who  only  had  thoracoscopies,  2  were  discharged  well  with 
negative  sputum,  and  the  remaining  one,  whose  condition 
later  deteriorated,  was  transferred  to  Baguley  Sanatorium 
with  a  positive  sputum. 

(d)  Phrenic  Nerve  Operation 

Crushing  of  the  phrenic  nerve  was  performed  on  7  occasions 
during  the  year  and  in  every  instance  the  patient  was  still 
undergoing  treatment  on  December  31st  1947.  In  6  of  these 
cases  the  operation  was  following  an  unsuccessful  artificial 
pneumothorax  and  in  the  other  one  for  the  treatment  of  a 
cavity  of  the  right  lung  where  there  was  already  a  left  artificial 
pneumothorax.  The  results  of  these  operations  will  be 
reported  in  1948. 


Of  the  cases  operated  on  in  previous  years  and  not  yet 
reported  on  3  were  discharged  in  1947  and  are  included  in 
(b)  (ii)  above  ;  all  had  positive  sputa  on  discharge. 

1  was  a  chronic  case. 

1  was  transferred  to  Baguley  Sanatorium  for  thoracoplasty. 
1  was  transferred  to  Baguley  Sanatorium,  an  advanced 

case. 

(e)  Thoracoplasty 

As  in  previous  years  all  patients  who,  after  consultation 
with  Mr.  A.  Graham  Bryce,  were  regarded  as  suitable  for 
thoracoplasty  were  transferred  to  Baguley  Sanatorium  for 
operation,  amounting  in  1947  to  6  patients,  2  males  and 
4  females. 

Of  the  patients  returned  to  Crossley  Sanatorium  after 
operation  for  convalescence,  5  were  discharged  home,  all 
improved  with  negative  sputa.  Of  these  3  were  males  and 
2  females. 

(/)  Gold  Treatment  ' 

The  intravenous  administration  of  crisabline  was 
employed  as  a  form  of  treatment  for  2  patients.  In  both 
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the  sputum  remained  positive  and  both  were  later  transferred 
for  thoracoplasty.

X-Ray  Department 

New  X-Ray  equipment  was  installed  during  the  year 
and  was  finally  put  into  service  on  October  17th  1947. 

This  apparatus  (v/hich  is  by  Philips)  is  capable  of  carrying 
out  any  radiographic  investigation  which  might  arise  and 
has  already  been  of  very  considerable  benefit  in  the  control 
and  investigation  of  cases.

Laboratory 

The  routine  examinations  of  sputum,  urine,  pleural 
fluid,  pus  etc.,  have  continued  as  usual,  mainly  by  the  Resident 
Medical  Officer,  and,  in  order  to  allow  further  biological  tests 
to  be  carried  out  when  necessary,  a  stock  of  18  guinea  pigs, 
bred  at  the  Sanatorium,  has  been  maintained.  All  animal 
tests  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Superintendent. 
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Further  work  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Whittington  and  the  Medical 
Superintendent  on  the  behaviour  of  the  plasma  viscosity 
particularly  in  cases  of  pleurisy  with  effusion  has  been 
undertaken  and  it  is  hoped  the  results  obtained  in  these  new 
investigations  together  with  all  the  previously  recorded 
results  will  be  published  in  the  United  States  of  America 
in  1948. 

Nursing  Staff 

The  year  which  has  just  passed  has  brought  only  increasing 
difficulties  in  the  provision  of  nursing  staff.  The  difficulties 
appear  to  be  not  so  much  those  of  obtaining  trained  staff 
for  senior  posts  but  in  finding  suitable  candidates  who  are 
willing  to  do  the  routine  nursing  at  the  Sanatorium. 

As  has  been  the  practice  of  the  Sanatorium  for  many 
years,  nurses  who  have  themselves  had  treatment  for 
pulmonary  tuberculosis  continue  to  be  employed  after  their 
condition  has  become  quiescent. 

To  the  Matron  and  all  members  of  her  staff  every  credit 
is  due  for  their  continued  loyal  service. 

Domestic  Staff 

There  has  been  no  improvement  in  the  supply  of 
domestic  staff  during  the  year  and  the  position  continues  to 
be  grave.  This  lack  of  domestic  help  has  its  most  serious 
aspect  in  its  shifting  of  additional  duties  to  the  already 
depleted  nursing  staff. 

The  4  displaced  persons  employed  for  domestic  duties 
late  in  1946  have  now  all  left  the  hospital  and  have  not  been 
replaced.  One  after  six  months,  was  allowed  by  the  Ministry 
of  Labour  to  go  to  relatives  in  Switzerland,  one  was  returned 
to  Germany  on  medical  grounds  after  five  months,  and  the 
remaining  two  were  transferred  to  a  hospital  near  London 
after  working  at  the  Sanatorium  for  slightly  more  than  the 
stipulated  period  of  a  year. 

Male  Staff  (Indoor) 

There  have  been  a  few  changes  in  the  indoor  staff  during 
the  year  but  fortunately  the  vacancies  caused,  without 
exception,  have  been  speedily  taken  up  and  there  has  been 
little  inconvenience.  The  head  porter,  who  though  not 
colonised  had  been  a  patient,  left  for  health  reasons,  and 
2  other  colonists  left  to  seek  employment  in  the  open  market 
and  are  now  both  doing  well. 
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These  vacancies  were  filled  by  1  colonist  from  the  outdoor 
staff  and  2  from  outside. 

To  ease  the  domestic  difficulties  a  male  displaced  person 
was  engaged  in  July  1947  ;  his  duties  consist  in  cleaning  and 
polishing  floors. 

On  31st  December  1947,  the  indoor  male  staff  consisted 
of  a  joiner,  2  painters,  an  engineer,  2  stokers,  3  porters  and 
1  male  domestic  ;  there  was  one  vacancy  for  an  assistant 
painter. 

Male  Staff  (Outdoor) 

Two  vacancies  occurred  in  the  outdoor  staff  during  the 
year  and  one  was  filled  at  once.  The  remaining  vacancy 
which  occurred  in  the  winter  will  not  be  filled  until  the  spring 
of  1948. 

Outdoor  staff  at  31st  December  1947  comprised,  one  head 
gardener,  and  two  assistants,  with  one  vacancy. 

Clerical  Staff 

Miss  V.  Lord  has  continued  to  act  as  secretary  to  the 
Medical  Superintendent  and  her  work  has  been  of  the  greatest 
assistance.

The  regular  religious  services  held  at  the  Sanatorium  by 
the  Reverend  Mr.  Barnes  and  the  Reverend  Father  Higgins 
have  been  of  great  help  to  the  patients  and  staff.  Thanks 
are  also  due  for  gifts  of  Fruit,  Vegetables  and  Eggs  from  the 
Parishioners  of  Ashton  Heyes  per  the  Reverend  E.  H.  Barnes. 

Mr.  Hunt,  our  secretary,  has  as  always,  continued  to  be 
of  the  utmost  assistance  in  all  matters  concerned  with  the 
administration  of  the  Sanatorium. 
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Mr.  Buckingham,  the  consulting  engineer,  has  by  his 
periodical  visits,  mainly  in  connection  with  the  central  heating 
for  the  main  building,  also  been  of  the  greatest  help. 

Entertainment 

Two  outside  companies  provided  shows  at  the  Sanatorium 
during  the  year.  The  first  was  the  Calston  Musical  Concert 
Party,  who  gave  a  variety  concert  in  April  11147,  and  the 
second,  the  Manchester  Arts  Theatrical  Company  in 
September  1947,  produced  a  three  act  play  entitled  “Why 
Not  To-night  ?”. 

In  January  1947,  the  patients  themselves  produced  a 
pantomime  entitled  “Babes  in  the  Wood”.  All  these 
performances  were  very  much  appreciated. 

In  addition,  play-reading,  gramophone  recitals,  twenty 
questions,  etc.,  were  provided  regularly  by  the  patients  them¬ 
selves,  and  in  the  winter  months  there  was  the  usual  film 
programme  each  week.  Every  Friday  night  during  the 
winter  months  a  whist-drive  or  a  beetle  drive  was  organised 
for  the  patients  and  in  the  summer  months  this  was  replaced 
by  putting  and  bowling  Tournaments. 

In  June  1947,  the  garden-party,  which  has  now  become 
an  annual  event,  was  again  held,  and  the  money  obtained 
has  been  used  to  provide  prizes  for  the  various  competitions 
arranged  for  the  patients. 

For  the  staff  there  was,  in  addition,  a  dance  which  was 
held  on  June  4th  and  was  very  much  enjoyed. 

Occupational  Therapy 

In  addition  to  the  work  carried  out  in  the  male  and 
female  patients’  workshops,  there  has  been  an  increasing 
amount  of  work  done  by  the  patients  in  bed,  mainly 
embroidery  and  rug-making,  and  it  is  felt  that  the 
employment  of  an  Occupational  Therapist,  at  least  part-time 
would  be  a  considerable  advantage. 

Again  this  year  the  British  Red  Cross  have  provided 
several  parcels  of  materials  for  use  by  the  patients,  and  to 
them  we  extend  our  thanks. 

Library 

With  the  assistance  of  one  of  the  female  patients, 
Miss  V.  Lord  has  again  continued  to  supervise  the  running 
of  the  hospital  library. 
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During  the  year  new  volumes  have  been  added  from 
Hutchinson’s  Book  Club  and  also  by  donations  from  private 
sources. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  2,473  volumes  were  in  circulation, 
but  new  books  are  always  most  acceptable. 

Canteen 

During  the  year  the  Canteen  has  continued  to  give 
satisfactory  service  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Davies. 
Stock  replacement  was,  if  anything,  a  little  easier  for  the 
first  few  months— this  improvement  first  made  itself  apparent 
during  the  latter  part  of  1946.  As  the  year  progressed 
however,  due  to  the  general  situation,  goods  have  been 
increasingly  difficult  to  procure.  Cigarette  sales  fell 
considerably  after  the  April  budget  and  have  not  regained 
their  former  level. 

Priority  was  obtained  from  the  Wool  Control  to  purchase 
a  limited  quantity  of  rug  wool  and  two  manufacturers  have 
been  able  to  meet  out  requirements  throughout  the  year. 
Complete  rug-making  sets  can  be  bought  by  the  patients  and 
the  pastime  is  proving  increasingly  popular. 

Priority  was  also  obtained  for  the  purchase  of  embroidery 
sets,  tea-cloths,  cushion  covers,  etc.  This  work  has  also 
proved  very  popular  and  is  less  expensive  than  rug-making. 
Regarding  the  latter,  since  the  lifting  of  the  subsidy  on 
wool,  prices  have  increased  sharply  and  quality  deteriorated. 

The  sale  of  postage  stamps,  savings  stamps,  postal-orders, 
etc.,  continues  and  such  services  as  registration  of  parcels, 
cashing  of  pensions  and  postal-orders  are  appreciated  by 
both  patients  and  staff.
